WASHINGTON — U.S. Sen. 
Paul Simon said Tuesday the 
insurance industry’s shield from 
federal anti-trust laws should be 
lifted in response to growing 
consumer complaints about soar- 
ing insurance premiums. 

“I think it’s extremely impor- 
tant that we get the competitive 
mechanisms working in the 
insurance field,’’ Simon said. 
“Someday we are going to get 
rid of the wholesale exemption.”’ 

The Illinois Democrat issued 
his warning as the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee opened hear- 
ings on the exemption, which 
was established by the McCar- 
ran-Ferguson Act of 1945 that 
gave states regulatory power 
over insurance companies. 

Simon, who is co-sponsoring a 
bjll that would seale back the 
exemption, said he wants to 
work with insurance companies 
to reach a compromise. 

The companies ‘‘ought to help 
shape a constructive answer to 
this problem,” Simon said.

A total of 38 states is 
needed to make an amendment 
part of the U.S. Constitution. 

“The recent furor in Congress 
over the 51 percent pay raise 
proposal underlines the impor- 
tance of ratifying the Pay Limit 
Amendment in 1989,.the th 
anniversary of its\ original sub- 
mission to the states in 1789,’” he 
said. 

Rep. Margaret Parcells 
(R-Glenview), Sen. Patrick 
Welch (D-Peru). and Sen. Greg 
Zito (D-Melrose Park) have 
agreed to sponsor a resolution 
ratif, the amendment in the 
Illinois islature. 

The proposed Congressional 
Pay Limit Amendment provides: 
“No law, varying the compensa- 
tion for the services of the sena- 
tors and representatives, shall 
take effect, until an election of 
representatives shall have inter- 
vened.”

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Rural poverty rising

WASHINGTON — Poverty in rural America has become more 
severe than in metropolitan areas and almost as bad as the inner 
city, a study presented to a House committee shows. 

Witnesses from all over the country gave the House Select Com- 
mittee on Children, Youth and Families personal and statistical 
accounts of increasing poverty in America’s small towns and rural 
communities. 

In 1987, a full 16.9 percent of all Americans living in non-metro- 
politan areas fell below the poverty line, compared to 12.5 percent 
in metropolitan areas. And they remained in poverty longer, 
according to the study released by the Center on Budget and 
Policy Priorities. 

“Because the concentrated poverty of our 1 
visible, it tends to get more attention,” said Rep. Richard Dur 
D-Springfield, Ill., who sits on the committee that heard the testi- 
mony. “But poverty in rural America cannot be ignored just 
because it is hidden.” 

‘The growing severity of rural poverty is due to a decline in 
rural manufacturing jobs during the 1970s, Durbin said 

‘The number of rural Americans living in poverty increased from 

| 13.5 percent in 1978 to 16.9 percent in 1987, about the same rate of 
increase as in the nation’s inner city Obes 

“The rural poor are more likely fn the urban poor to live in 
two-parent families and to work,’’ said Robert Greenstein, director 
of the group that presented the report to Congress. 

“The rural pulation at all income levels has a lower propor- 
tion of minorities than does the urban population,”’ he said. 

The report said 25.3 percent of rural poor live in the Midwest 
and 53.6 percent in the South. 

High suicide rates, lack of hope, and homelessness, problems 
normally associated with the big city, are also becoming increas- 
ingly prevalent in rural areas, testimony showed. 

“Homelessness has a different look in rural areas,” a New York 
social worker told the committee. ‘‘We do not have people living

Heimlich could reduce choking deaths =

In 1984, about 3,100 people died 
from choking, mostly on food, 
according to the most recent sta- 
tistics from the National Safety 
Council. 

However, local health officials 
say the numbers of deaths 
caused by blocked airways can 
be decreased by use of a first- 
aid technique known as the 
Heimlich maneuver. 

The Heimlich maneuver, 
developed by Dr. H.J. Heimlich, 
a U.S. surgeon, is a ique 
for saving a person who is chok- 
ing on an object — by perform- 
ing several sudden, sharp thrusts 
to the abdomen below tHe rib 
cage and above the navel. 

According to information tak- 
en from an American Heart 
Association Cardiopulmonary 
Resuscitation (CPR): instructor's 
manual, each thrust elevates the 
‘@aphragm_and forces air from 
the lungs, creatii an artificial 
cough that expels the ‘object 
from the airway. 

“T have used it, and it’s usual- 
ly been successful,’’ said Bob 
Aubuchon, a paramedic from 
Hazelwood who is also a-CPR 
instructor for the heart associa- 
tion. ‘When a person is choking 
on a piece of food, it works very 
quickly and effectively.”

With a conscious victim, ask if 
he or she is choking. As long as 
the victim is breathing and able 
to communicate, he should be

If the victim is unable to expel 
the object or is unable to speak, 
breathe or cough, the rescuer 
should perform the maneuver.

THE LAW AND YOU 


Let's assume that a father of two 
children is ordered to pay $50 per week in 
child support in a divorce decree. When the 
older child reaches the age of 18, can the 
father take it upon himself to reduce his 
payments of child support from $50 per 
week to $25 per week? 

The taw in illinois regarding the 
unilateral modification of a lump-sum 
periodic payment of child support is well 
established. It is true that Illinois law pro- 
vides that a father’s legal obligation to sup- 
port his child ceases upon the child’s 
becoming emancipated. However, the 
parent furnishing support to more than one 
child in the form of a lump-sufn periodic 
payment cannot on his own reduce his pay- 
ment when the first child becomes eman- 
cipated. Such action requires court 
approval. 

-In the case noted above, a husband and 
wife were divorced in 1977. The wife was 
awarded custody of the parties’ two 
children, ages 13 and 8. The divorce decree 
provided that the, father was to pay $50 per 
week support for the parties’ two minor 
children. When the older child reached the 
age of 18, the father on his own ceduced

his payment of child support from $50 per 
week to $25 per week. The mother ac- 
cepted this reduced payment for five years, 
but she filed a post-decree petition in 1987 
contending that her ex-husband was delin- 
quent in his child support. 


The father argued that he was within his 
right in reducing his child support, and he 
also maintained that the mother had actual 
knowledge and had acquiesed in the 


‘reduction of child“support by not filing a 


petition for arrearage for five years. The 
Appellate Court found that the former hus- 
band had no right to unilaterally reduce his 
child support obligation without court ap-. 
proval. Therefore, it was found that there 
was a child support arrearage. . 


The Court felt that an automatic reduc- 
tion of child support, such as here, 
prevents the Court from reviewing these 
matters on a.case by case basis. In a given 
case, the court may not allow the father a 
pro-rata reduction if the needs ofthe re- 


» maining minor child have increased. In any 


event, it is:probably wise for a supporting ~ 
parent to consult with his or her attorney at 
the time of emancipation.

‘Steroid users pay high price 


The following article is by an 
orthopedic surgeon specializing 
in sports medicine and arthros- 
copic surgery, the co-medical 
director of the Sports Medicine 
Center for Fitness in Carol 
Stream, Il., and a member of 
the Illinois State Medical Soci- 
ety. 

There is good news and bad 
news about steroids. The good 
news. never before have so 
many spoken out so loudly on 
the dangers of steroids. The bad 
news: it’s not enough. 

Steroid use, already pervasive 
in athletic circles, is rapidly 
growing among image-conscious 
nonathletes and teens. And like 
other forms of drug abuse, the 
price that users pay is a heavy 
one. 

Steroids come in two forms 
cortical and anabolic. Cortical 
steroids are used to treat inflam 
matory conditions of the joints 
and muscles, including some 
types of arthritis and allergies 

lowever, anabolic steroids, 
artificial doses of the male sex 
hormone testosterone, are what 
we commonly refer to as st 
roids.”” While they have a legiti- 
mate use in treati some can- 
cers and rare gr problems, 
few physicians regularly pre- 
scribe anabolic steroids. 

For years, in fact, the medical 
community, claiming that there 
was no Scientific evidence, 
refused even to admit that ste- 
roids ‘‘worked."’ Athletes knew 
better. They worked then, and 
they do now. Steroids do 
enhance performance. By build- 
ing muscle mass, steroids help 
athletes gain weight, speed and 
strength. 

Because of their effectiveness, 
steroids began to be used regu- 
larly during the 1950s among 
weight lifters. By the 60s and 70s 
steroid use spread to other 
sports, including professional 
football, swimming and track.

The Image-Conscious User: 

The most alarming trend in 
steroids today is their growing 
use among nonathletes and 
teens. Because steroids increase 
muscle mass, they can help indi- 
viduals look better ... stronger, 
more rugged and fit. Thus, even 
nonathletic teen-agers are turn 
ing to steroids to give them a 
better physique and body image. 

There’s substantial anecdotal 
evidence that steroids are psy- 
chologically addicting. Many 
patients who come to my office 
admit they're taking steroids 
and have no intention of stop- 
ping. The ‘high’ they get from 
their improved appearance and 
performance seems too powerful 
to fight. Furthermore, users con- 
tinually deny there are any 
harmful side effects. Kicking the 
habit, thus, is very difficult for 
many users. 

Paying the Price: 

That's only part of the price 
steroid users are paying, both in 
the short term and the long 
term. Steroids can cause depres- 
sion and suicidal tendencies, and 


there is some evidence that they . 


can lead to psychotic episodes, 
particularly Rvhen taken with 
other drugs such as cocaine. 

Because steroids weaken ten- 
dons as. well as strengthen mus- 
cles, they can increase muscle 
tears and injuries. And because 
steroids mask pain and fatigue, 
these injuries don’t heal at a 
normal rate. They can become 
nagging injuries that can last 
indefinitely. In additi steroid 
users have less re: 
infection. 

Another danger is inherent in 
the nature of the drug itself. 
When taken in excess, testoster- 
one has serious side effects. One 
of the most common is impo- 
tence. The irony is that steroid 
users may take steroids to look 
more sexually attractive, but 
their ability to perform sexually

St. Louis’ odd weather this 
winter may have taken its toll 
on your si and driveway. 

Rapidly alternating cold and 
warm snaps often cause cement 
work around the home to 
become cracked and marred. 

Spring is the perfect time to 
repair these problems: before 
they become worse. For cracks 
from ¥% to % inch wide, I prefer 
to use a ‘gray silicon concrete 
and masonry caulk. 

The color and of the 
product help the repair to blend 
into your existing cement. 

Silicon caulk is preferable to 
cement patches. Areas repaired 
with cement patches are subject 
to re-cracking as summer heats 
and dries the cement. 

‘The caulk should be inserted 
into the full length of the crack, 
just under the level of the 
cement. ? 

Before the caulk dries, sprin- 
kle sand on top of the repair to 
give it a cement finish. Later, 
any excess sand can be swept 
away. 

For larger cracks, I begin by 
packing the crack with oakum, a 
rope material that plumbers use 
to fill pipe joints. 

The oakum takes up the larger 
Space and allows for ground 
shifts, expansion and shrinkage. 
Once the oakum is in place, I 
top it with silicon caulk and 
repeat the sanding process.

Magic man David Copperfield : 
thriving amid life of illusion

An aura of mysticism sur- 
rounds David Copperfield, the 
greatest magician of our time. 

The Magic of David Copper- 
field comes to the Fox Theater 
for four shows April 22 and 23. 

His dark, striking good looks 
add to his mystique. He is one of 
the most popular variety per. 
formers in the country but Cop- 
perfield seemed uneasy talking 
about himself during a phone 
interview last week. 

How old are you, Mr. Copper- 


live? 

“IT tour 10 months out of the 
year. We do 500 shows. The road 
is my home,” he said. 

And how exactly did you make 
the Statue of Liberty disappear? 

Copperfield wasn’t telling. 

Certainly a magician who cre- 
ates such historic illusions must 
keep the audience guessing — 
that is Copperfield’s secret. 
Meanwhile his fans continue to 
flock to his shows and see his 
television specials. 

The show will contain a lot of 
new illusions, some of which will 
be seen on a CBS television spe- 
cial next year, Copperfield said 
When asked if he could offer a 
small hint about the show, he 
replied: ‘‘I couldn't put it into 
words."” 

Uh huh 

An amazing amount of plan- 
ning is behind most of Copper- 
field's illusions. He worked two 
years on the Great Wall of China 
illusion, in which he walked 
through the ancient structure in 
1986 during a television special. 
In 1983, he made the Statue of 
Liberty vanish. It is reported 
that iilusion cost $500,000° and 
took 12 years to prepare. Devel-

He also donates & good deal of 
his time to Project Magic, a 
rehabilitative program Copper- 
field develo} about six years 
ago. Project Magic uses sleight 
of-hand magic to strengthen dex- 
terity in disabled patients. 

He founded the project after 
receiving letters from a young 
man. Although Copperfield would 
not identify the man or say 
where he lived, he said they 
shared letters about magic. Then 
Copperfield received a newspa- 
per clipping with a photo of the 


man in a wheelchair. He was 
surprised because the letters 
never indicated that his fan was 
disabled; that is because the 
man regarded him self as a 
magician, not as a disabled per- 
son. 

“To me, that was a tremen- 
dous success story of how magic 
can be used for motivation and 
self-esteem," Copperfield said.
